The School Board respectfully submit the following report 
for the year ending February 20, 1891: 

We have, during the past year, employed nine different 
teachers, all of whom have endeavored to discharge the duties 
pertaining to their position faithfully and with more than ay- 
erage success. 

Six of these teachers came to us with experience and good 
recommendations. Their standard is high and they labored’ 
hard to bring our schools up to that standard. 

Three out of the nine were new in the work, but we think 
they possess many of the traits needed in the making of a suc- 
cessful teacher; by successful we mean, not one who will sim- 
ply please the public taste, but one who will do solid work, 
commencing’at the bottom and not omitting a single brick in 
the wall as far as they build. 

The average attendance has been somewhat better than last 
year, but as yet by no means perfect. It is a serious matter 
that we are not able to have longer terms of school, but we 
think that the most should be made of what we do have. 

The citizens of Perham’s Corner raised money for four ad- 
ditional weeks, which shows the ready interest they have ever 
taken in their school work. 
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_ Some of our citizens, either through lack of judgment in the 
matter, or wilfulness, declare that careful training in the little 
things, that is going to make the whole complete in the end, 
is, as we have many times heard it expressed during the last 
three years, zonsense, and think it well to omit that thorough- 
ness, that, as all who are in any degree scholarly know is so 
necessary in the training of a child in school, and the only 
way they can gain an education that will be of any benefit to 
themselves or the public; and until the training of a child be- 
gins at home, and the parents are interested in true educational 
work, and these petty outside matters are laid aside, and the 
parents endeavor to so fit themselves that they may be able 
to judge correctly as to whether they have a good school or 
the reverse, we do notthink our schools can be perfectly suc- 
cessful. 

It is very plain that parents who never visit school, take no 
interest in the same, unless perhaps to start an undercurrent 
of dissatisfaction having nothing more to’ build’ upon than 
the careless report of a child; to all such we would say: you 
are spoiling all the good work that might be done by your 
child in school, and so are robbing him or her of their best 
and lawful inheritance. 

Some of our school houses are in a very bad condition and 
we do hope that money will be raised the coming year with 
which to repair them. If something is not done soon, they 
certainly will not be worth repairing. 

In regard to the text-books, we would say that we have ex- 
amined and selected the books introduced with the greatest of 
care, and have endeavored to select according to the needs of 
our scholars ; and from what we have seen we think the books 
worthy of introduction. 

The bill for the books has necssarily been somewhat large 
this year, but as all scholars are now well provided for, we 
think greatest expense has already been incurred, and tor the 
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coming years the amount of money needed for books will be 
small. 

The change has enabled us to have our schools better classed 
than since we have visited them, and we think the law in re- 
gard to the matter was passed none too soon. 

The scholars have, as a rule, handled the books loaned them 
with care, and we think we can report them as being in good 
condition. 

In handing our work back to the voters of the District, we 
would say: we hope our successors will be carefully chosen 
and cordially upheld in all that is right and for the interest of 
town and scholars. 

Sincerely thanking all parents from whom we have received 
courteous treatment; and all the scholars whose bright faces 
have become both familiar and dear to us, we will close, 
heartily wishing for the schools of our town success in every 
sense of the word and that each child may receive a thorough 
and systematic education, such as can be gotten only by having 
the best teachers, the approval of the parents, and hard, sys- 
tematic work of the committee:
